Sir Ronald Gould, a British 
educator, will deliver the Con- 
vocation address. Born and educ- 
ated in England, he was Presi- 
dent of the National Union of 
Teachers from 1943 to 1944 and 
became General Secretary in 
1947. He was Alternate Delegate 
for the British Government to 
three Conferences of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization. He is 
also a member of the United 
Kingdom Commission for UNES- 
CO and of its Education Advisory 
Committee. 

In 1952, Sir Ronald was ap- 
pointed President of the World 
Confederation of Organizations 
of the Teaching Profession and 
was re-appointed five times, the 
last in 1062. 

He was knighted on July 12, 
1055, and is a Governor of the 
Commonwealth Institute, South 
Kensington, and of Westminster 
College, as well as a .Trustee of 
the Royal SocietyJÏpf^TeàGhers.

Fisher served as Chairman of 
the Welfare Federation of Mont- 
real; of the Canadian Welfare 
Council; of the Montreal Council 
of Social Agencies; and of the 
Executive Committee and Com- 
mission of Education and Per- 
sonnel of the Canadian Welfare 
Council. 

He., was also a founder of 
the Montreal School of Social 
Work, and was its Vice-President 
from 1937 to 1940. • . 

Dr. Kenneth Cox, a McGill 
graduate, received his M.S.A. in 
1929. Bom In Nova Scotia in 
1809. he received his B.S.A. from 
the University of Toronto in 1921 
and his M.S.A. from McGill. 

In 1024 he was appointed As- 
sistant Superintendent of the 
Experimental Farm at Nappan, 
Nova Scotia where lie served 
until 1037. He was , appointed 
Professor of Agronomy at the 
Nova Scotia Agricultural College 



and in 1041 was made Vice- 
Principal and in 1946, Principal. 

In 1960 he was made an 
honourary life member of the 
Canadian Seed Growers Associa- 
tion and a Fellow of the Royal 
Agricultural. Institute of Canada. 

Mrs. Alexander McMurray, who 
has served McGill for 32 years 
as secretary to four McGill Prin- 
cipals, was bom in Halifax. Be- 
fore coming to McGill, she was 
one of the official court rcnortcrs 
for the Supreme Court o( Nova 
Scotia. 

Asked to help out for a few 
days in an emergency at McGill, 
Mrs. McMurray remained on as> 
Secretary to General Sir Arthur 
Currie, Principals A.F. Morgan, 
Lewis Williams Douglas, and F. 
Cyril James, serving with Dr. 
James for almost his entire 22- 
year regime. She retired finally 
In 1961. 

Francis Murphy was bom in 
Ontario in 1893 and served with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Canadian Pacific Railways in 
various capacities from 1013 to 
1032. 

In 1035, he joined the Ontario 
Department of Health where he 
established the- night service of 
the Central Public Health Labo- 
ratory.

With the Queen of CaFiada safely arrived 
upon the soil of her domain, it is now a 
generally accepted fact that the much 
publicized threats of physical violence to 
that body politic are but the frothings from 
some few rabid minds. Still, to appease 
the troubled minds of those directly con- 
cerned for the Queen's security, the royal 
sojourn has been confined to areas of 
relative safety, with little public exposure. 
Thus Montreal, Canada's most populous city, 
will be deprived of the privilege of seeing 
its monarch and of participating in that 
piece of history granted Prince . Edward 
Island, Quebec City, and Ottawa. Selfishly, 
this is the price we must pay for living in 



a vibrant society where things are in a 
continual and often violent state of flux. 

But if there are those among us who 
feel undeservedly deprived, we must think 
also of the disappointment of the Queen. 
A local morning new;spaper yesterday 
quoted her as looking iForward to viewing, 
for,;-theiilM^^ in seven years, the 

autumnal splendoyr^f eastern Canada. 
While it is undouÉ)tedly true that Prince 
Edward Island has its share of arboreal 
colour, it is certain that nothing cornpdres 
to that in the mountains surrou'ndirig 
Montreal — and Her Majesty won't be 
allowed to see it. For this, we must curse 
our misfortune, sympathize with the hard 
fate of a Queen, and re-examine the New 
Frontière in the light of the Royal visit. 



A direct quote from thcit some English- 
language morning paper gives us a possible 
clue: "A warm Oftober sun beat down 
Sunday on the sleepy streets and multi- 
coloured trees of the Prince Edward. Island 
capital and there was virtually no sign of 
the massive security measures which will 
remain in effect during the Queen's visit 
here..." 

Could it be, that while secret police hide 
behind Prince Edward Islond foliage, revo- 
lutionary terrorists are lurking in Laurehtion 
underbrush? r 

The whole thing smacks of the Borneo 
jungle, guerilla warfare, and the conscrip- 
tion issue in the First World War, when 
many of our brethren look to these some 
hills. Perhaps- like the Japanese on Pacific 
isles, they await the great upsurge of their 
compatriots to lead them against the royalist 
forces like the last of the Great Horde. 

If this indeed be the case, there is small 
wonder that the Queen has been prohibited 
from venturing too near the area surround- 
ing Montreal. How could we salve our 
conscience if some mishap were to befall 
her person? And so, the Queen must content 
herself with second-place splendours and 
forego the beauties of the Laufentians. 

There are those who would doubt that 
any such dangers could exist so near civiliz- 
ation, but if Birnham Wood could march 
against Dunsinane, why not Mont Laurier 
against the House of Windsor?
